MOSCOW, 
September 
20.—(By 


the Assoeintccl Press)—Soviet officials 
express satisfaction over tho success of 
the expedition on'the nrtnecl transport 
Krasny OlUinbr (Reel October) in plant- 
ing the red flnj? on Wninuel Island, off 
Northern Silicrm, tnkinR formal pos- 
session in behalf oE the Soviet republic. 
They believe this action will settle the 
status of the island, which lins been In 
dispute 'for more than hnlf n century, 
rejecting the suggestion that finnl ad- 
judication should be referred to the 
Lpajftic »f Nations with the declaration 
that both historically nnd ethically the 
island belongs to Russia. They regnnl 
it ns an important brise for a wireless 
slation and depot of supplies in the 
event of war. 


It now develops that Great Britain 


recognized Russia's right to the island 
in the recent 
negotiations in London. 


The dispatch of the 
armed transport, 


bearing n company of infantry, imaie-

this agreement.

though the Soviets have never had .the 
opportunity of surveying and "appraU- 
ing the resources of the island, the gov- 
ernment is prepared to lease it to Am- 
ericans or others for development, pro- 
vided Russia is (riven an adequate par- 
ticipation in the revenues.
